WASHINGTON, Dec. 28 (AP).— 
President Roosevelt resumed work 
today on the radio speech he will 
deliver tomorrow night—an  ad- 
dress he considered so important 
that he called in members of his 
Cabinet to confer on the rough 
draft. 

He indicated he would have a 
lot to say. His principal task, he 
said, is boiling into a half-hour 
talk what he would like to say in 
about two hours. The address will 
be broadcast from 8:30 to 9 o’clock 
St. Louis time. 

Stephen Early, Roosevelt’s press 
secretary, has predicted the speech 
will be very clear and specific on 
aid to Great Britain. 

The Cabinet was reported to 
have gone into an exhaustive re- 
view of the defense equipment 
production program and to have 
discussed appeals to the President 
that he speak out boldly on the 
chances of an English defeat and 
what this would mean to the 
United States.

To Go Before Congress. 

It was learned officially last 
night that the President would de- 
liver his annual legislative mes- 
sage to Congress in person before 
a joint session on Monday, Jan. 6. 

Soon after delivering his legisla- 
tive message, the President will 
send his annual budget message to 
Congress. 

He conferred yesterday with 
Budget Director Harold D. Smith, 
and was reported authoritatively 
to have drafted a $17,000,000,000 
budget for the fiscal year beginning 
next July 1, including $10,000,000,- 
000 for the armament program. 

The reported $17,000,000,000 in ex- 
penditures would rank next to the 
$18,522,895,000 spent in the last year 


of the World War.

Celebrants May Buy in 
Quantity Before Dead- 
line, Consume at Leisure 
in Bars and Taverns. 


POLICE ANNOUNCE 
THEIR REGULATIONS 


Rules Adopted Pending In- 
terpretation of State Law, 
Requested by Group of 
Retail Dealers. 


New Year’s eve celebrants who 
buy liquor in taverns and bars be- 
fore 1:30 a. m. will be permitted 
to finish their drinks but will not 
be allowed to buy or accept drinks 
after the legal closing hour, Chief 
of Police John H. Glassco an- 
nounced today. 

On all weekdays, saloon cus- 
tomers will be permitted to finish 
drinks bought before 1:30 and on 
Saturdays drinks bought before 
midnight may be finished after the 
legal closing hour, until there is 
a final ruling on Circuit Judge Eu- 
gene L. Padberg’s temporary order 
permitting 62 taverns to remain 
open beyond the closing hour, Chief 
Glassco said. 

It would be unfair to permit only 
the members of the State Retail 
Liquor Dealers’ Association who 
obtained the injunction from Judge 
Padberg to remain open longer 
than their competitors, therefore 
all will be treated alike, Chief 
Glassco added. 

The basis of Chief Glassco’s an- 
nouncement was a ruling by the 
Board of Police Commissioners yes- 
terday. In effect, the ruling meant 
tavern customers may buy several 
drinks before the legal closing hour 
and finish them at their leisure. 
Thus the Saturday midnight clamp 
on taverns is lifted temporarily. 

The hearing on Judge Padberg’s 
order was contintied Thursday un- 


cil Jan. 9. He will leave the bench 


Jan. 6 and his place will be taken 
by Judge David J. Murphy. The 
continuance was by consent of the 
City Counselor, the Attorney-Gen- 
eral and the State Retail Liquor 
Dealers’ Association. The associa- 
tion is seeking an interpretation 
of the State law which requires 
that liquor sales cease at 1:30 
a. m. week days and midnight Sat- 
urdays but fixes no time for closing 
of doors. 

Meanwhile State Liquor Control 
Supervisor C. Roy Noel said in 
Jefferson City, “New Year’s eve is 
just another night to us.” Earlier 
he ruled that on Saturday nights 
tavern customers would be allowed 
an extra 45 minutes of grace to 
finish their drinks but on week- 
days they would have to be out of 
bars at 1:30. His ruling on the Sat- 
urday night period of grace was dis- 
regarded by St. Louis police until 
yesterday’s decision by the Police 
Board to relax enforcement of clos- 
ing regulations until Judge Pad- 
berg’s injunction is ruled upon.

Full German Settlement 
Reported Awaiting Col- 
lapse of Italy to Quiet 
Demands Vichy Opposes.

BUDAPEST, Hungary, Dec. 28 
(AP).—With the advance guard of 
a new Nazi expedition of 300,000 
troops rolling eastward across Hun- 
gary, authoritative sources reported 
today that Germany plans to move 
against Greece by way of Bulgaria 
only if Britain tries to use Greece 
as the starting point for an in- 


vasion of Central Europe. 

Germany, these sources said, will 
not make any move to aid the Ital- 
ian forces now fighting the Greeks 
in Albania if the British refrain 
from landing troops in Greece. 

Germany was understood by these 
sources to have let it be known in 
the Balkans that in the event of 
Italian “collapse as the result of a 
Greek victory, the Nazis would 
hasten to make a definite peace 
with France. 

It was stated authoritatively that 
Adolf Hitler had agreed to let 
Premier Mussolini attack Greece 
last October only because he wished 
to divert Italy’s attention from 
beaten France, 


Nazis Embarrassed by Rome. 

Germany was said to have been 
considerably embarrassed by Ital- 
ian clamor for slices of French ter- 
ritory when Hitler wished to give 
Marshal Henri Philippe Petain, 
French chief of*state, easy terms 
so as to win the Vichy Govern- 
ment’s full friendship. 

The debacle in Albania, far from 
disquieting Germany, has made 
Italy keep quiet about demands in 
France, these sources said. They 
asserted that Hitler was prepared 
to make a full peace settlement 
with France, with only the prov- 
inces of Alsace and Lorraine chang- 
ing hands, if Italy collapses. 

Petain was understood to have 
told the Nazis that in case the Ger- 
man terms were “unreasonable” he 
would cut North Africa loose, with 
Gen. Maxime Weygand taking a 
large colonial army into the ranks 
of Gen. Charles de Gaulle’s “free 
French” forces, moving against 
Italian Libya from Tunisia in co- 
ordination with the current British 
action from Egypt. 

Speculation on Troop Move. 

Mass movements of German 
troops and war materials to Ru- 
mania, which, it is estimated by 
observers, will give the Nazis nearly 
half a million men there by the 
end of January, was designed 
chiefly as an insurance measure, 
it was reported here. 

Concentration of Nazi troops in 
Southwestern Rumania was ex 
pected in some quarters to put 
great pressure on Yugoslavia, pos-

LONDON, Dec. 28 (AP)—The Ad- 
miralty announced last night that 
British and Allied naval anti-air- 
craft guns had shot down 192

actuary, George B. Buck, saying his 
estimate of the cost of the retire- 
ment system was considerably more 
than that given by the teachers’ 
actuary, Edward D. Brown Jr. 

The conference was designed to 
iron out differences between the 
groups as a preliminary to a pub- 
lic meeting yesterday. Although 
the object of the conference was 
not accomplished, it was decided to 
hold the public meeting anyway 
as an evidence of good faith. The 
meeting opened and closed within 
five minutes. It was announced 
that the board’s actuary could not 
attend and the meeting would there- 
fore be adjourned until next Thurs- 
day. Nothing was said about the 
conference the day before. 

At the private conference, Baron 
said it seemed unreasonable to ex- 
pect the board to assume the full 
cost of pensions for 335 employes 
immediately eligible for retirement 
who have drawn full salaries and 
have contributed nothing to the 
retirement fund. He pointed out 
that an employe in the system 50 
years at an average of $2000 a year 
/'would have received $100,000 in 
total salary and would now be 
eligible for a pension of $1000 a 
year contributed entirely by the 
board.

TRUCK LAWS AND NATIONAL DEFENSE. 


What can the states do to help speed up national 


| defense? This question is certain to be asked in the 


39 Legislatures that meet early in the new year. 
An answer covering one important phase of the 
defense program is readily available, That answer 
is: The states can get together and agree on meas- 
ures to abolish the needless restrictive legal walls 
that now are blocking commerce among them. 

Instead of free trade among 48 commonwealths, the 
historic policy that played so important a part in 
the nation’s rise to greatness, we now are getting 
what Gov. Stark has called “the Balkanization of 
the United States” —a series of interstate barriers that 
have an ominous resemblance to the padlocked bor- 


ders of eternally feuding Europe. 
How do these restrictions affect national defense? 


) This was explained, with a wealth of documentation, 


in a recent address by Paul T. Truitt of the Depart- 
ment of Commerce, speaking before the convention 
of the American Trucking Associations. Mr. Truitt 
is chairman of the Government’s Interdepartmental 
Committee on Interstate Trade Barriers, which has 
made a close study of the subject, but with little vis- 
ible result thus far on getting the laws rationalized. 

In building up American military strength in the 
hope of avoiding war, efficient use of the highways 
is highly important. Conflicting state regulations 
have greatly handicapped free use of the highways 
in manufacturing arms and planes, building army, 
camps and transporting military supplies. Mr. Truitt 
cited many examples from letters in his committee's 
files. A few of them are condensed here: 


A San Francisco trucking firm, with a rush 
order of equipment for Camp Lewis, Wash., was 
barred from Oregon and Washington highways by 
width, weight and height restrictions. The 
equipment had to be sent by rail, which took 
10 days, while trucks could have done the job in 


48 hours. 
In shipping aluminum sheets from Alcoa, 


Tenn., to a Baltimore firm, manufacturing de- 
fense bombing planes, Tennessee law required two 
trucks for each 20,000 to 24,000 pounds. At the 
Tennessee-Virginia line, the two-truck loads were 
consolidated on one truck. 

Two truckloads of khaki denim, bound from At- 
lanta to South Bend, Ind., were held up at Eliza- 
bethtown, Ky., for eight to 11 hours and the driv- 
ers fined for exceeding the weight limit. The 
operator had to send additional trucks before 
his shipments could proceed, 

A plane manufacturer moved one of his plants 
from Wayne, Mich., to Nashville, Tenn. By using 
trailers, much of the machinery could have been 
moved intact. Kentucky law forbids trailers, 
so the machinery had to be knocked down, then 
rebuilt. Added cost was 30 per cent, to say noth- 
ing of time lost and inconvenience. 

Empty drums for explosives were being moved 
from Pensacola, Fla., to Goodyear, Miss. Because 
of Alabama’s low weight limit, five trips were re- 
quired instead of three. 

A large trucking concern had a chance to get 
some army business off the route for which it 
holds regular permits. “Rather than go to the 
red tape and delay of trying to obtain the per- 
mit, the company decided not to bid on the 


business.” 
Emergency equipment for building an army 
camp was to be hauled across California. After 


two days’ delay in getting a permit, an army of- 
ficer came to the truckers’ rescue and got the 
permit. It was then found necessary to cut the 
arms off certain equipment, to comply with the 
law. This took a day; two days more were con- 
sumed in putting them back on. 

St. Louis also enters this picture of red tape and 

inefficiency in national defense, as follows: 

A company in Port Huron, Mich., is shipping 
1,800,000 pounds of material for percussion caps 
on a British war order to a St. Louis manufactur- 
er. “These shipments run afoul of the $500 annual 
trailer charge in the City of St. Louis.” On a per- 
day rate, the cost is $4.50, usually $9 on each 
trailer. “The added expense on this one contract 
is tremendous.” The Illinois 35-foot length re- 
striction keeps this shipper’s loads much smaller 
than they need be on a basis of efficiency. 


States and cities, of course, have the right to safe- 
guard their highways from dangerously large or 
heavy trucks. They have the right to levy taxes to 
pay for the wear and tear of these trucks on state 
highways. Many of the regulations and taxes are 
needlessly severe, however. More than that, their 
contradictory nature from state to state means great 
delays and miles of red tape as truckers endeavor to 
comply with them. 

The load limit in Texas is 7000 pounds; in New 
York, 78,000. The gross load limit in Kentucky is 
18,000 pounds; in Rhode Island, 120,000. Is this not 
an absurd state of affairs? 

Highway conditions may vary somewhat from state 
to state, but certainly to no such degree as to justify 
the present fantastic maze of conflicting regulations. 
The national defense effort is suffering for the delay 
in attaining reciprocity. Numerous conferences have 
been held in recent years, endless speeches have been 
made, without getting anywhere in bringing orderly 
agreement on these regulations. 

Perhaps the defense emergency will spur the states 
to get together at last and solve this problem. 

If every one of the Legislatures that convene in a 
few days will get energetically behind the uniform 
state law compacts of the Council of State Govern- 
ments, in whose work most of the states now are 
represented, then the question can be brought far 
on the road to solution. Uniform standards could pe 
agreed upon, with provision for exceptions in case of 
military necessity. It is a matter that should be 
among the first business of every one of the 39. 
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A DECLINE IN LABOR DISPUTES. 

The strike at the Vultee airplane plant at Downey, 
Cal., was a center of public interest for the 12 days 
that it lasted. Similarly, the one-week strike at the 
Aluminum Co. of America plant at New Kensington, 
Pa., received widespread attention. These delays in 
vital defense industries brought many proposals, 
some of them drastic, in Congress for settling or out- 
lawing labor disputes. It is important, of course, 
that strikes be averted if at all possible, for the sake 
of efficiency in the armament program, but figures 
just issued at Washington show that the conspicuous 
examples cited were the exception and not the rule. 
The Department of Labor reports that man-days 
lost because of labor disturbances this year were the 
fewest since 1930, the all-time low. The figure for 
1940 is barely one-third of what it was last year. 
This means that, without attracting public attention, 
Government conciliation agents have been working 
effectively, workers and employes have been getting 
together on mutually acceptable terms in a great ma- 
jority of cases. As one example, the Labor Division 
of the National Defense Commission reports that in 
the first five months of its existence, it settled 209 
disputes, with only one important stoppage. 

This fine record does not alter the fact that the 
Vultee and New Kensington strikes were regrettable 
—indeed, the latter was completely inexcusable—and 
could perhaps have been averted by a little more ef- 
fort toward agreement. It does show, however, that 


t 
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and that such an arbitrary step as the outlawing of 
strikes is unnecessary. Indeed, a lay of this sort 
probably would not actually prevent strikes, as the 
experience of England indicates. In that country, 
they are theoretically forbidden because of the war 
emergency, but official figures show that, propor- 
tionately, there have been about as many strikes as 
in the United States. 

Our conciliation machinery can be improved, and 
Congress might well consider means to that end. But 
the figures prove that we are a long way from need - 
ing such tyrannical measures as some Congressmen 
were urging a few weeks ago. 
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ANOTHER RELIEF CRISIS. 

The story of relief in Missouri is just one crisis 
after another. It may be a fine formula for a de- 
tective novel to pile one such chapter on another. It 
makes for suspense. But suspense is hardly the de- 
sired thing where human needs are concerned. 

Still, another such crisis is at hand. The State Social 
Security Commission’s funds, like other State appro- 
priations, will ran out on Dec. 31. New appropria- 
tions cannot be expected before Jan. 8—the first day 
of the next legislative session—and then only if the 
legislators make an emergency allocation their very 
first order of business. 

It is, of course, possible that Gov. Stark will make 
some interim arrangement. In fact, if he does not, 
the lack of funds may mean hunger and cold for a 
week or two in what may well be the dead of winter. 

However, appropriate action by the Governor and 
a hasty grant by the Legislature will solve only the 
present problem. The same difficulty may crop up 
again at the end of the next biennium, and the one 
after that and so on indefinitely. 

All State appropriations are in the same boat. 
They run for two years, and if the second Dec. 31 
finds their purpose still unfulfilled, work can be 
carried on only by makeshifts until the Legislature 
provides new funds or reappropriates the unexpended 
balance on hand at the end of the previous biennium. 
In many undertakings, this represents only a minor 
inconvenience—just a bit of inefficient fiscal man- 
agement. However, in the case of relief, it can mean 
dire human hardship. 

The Legislature, therefore, will be well advised if 
it considers the suggestion of Dean Sweet, chairman 
of the Relief Committee of the Social Planning Coun- 
cil, that the State’s fiscal year be made to begin, like 
that of the Federal Government, on July 1, rather 
than Jan. 1. Appropriation bills will have been en- 
acted and signed by July, and the various State agen- 
cles, especially the Social Security Commission, will 
be able to proceed with full knowledge of what is at 
their disposal, instead of being compelled to resort 
to makeshifts. If guch a change of date requires con- 
stitutional action, then it is one more argument for 
constitutional revision. 

Meanwhile, it is to be sincerely hoped that Gov. 
Stark—and Gov. Donnell after him, if necessary— 
will see to it that a poor bookkeeping system does 
not exact its penalty in hunger and cold and misery. 
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A REPORT ON THE HUMAN SPONGE. 

The phrase-maker has antedated the scientist 
again. This time, it is in the much-discussed field 
of alcohol’s effect upon the human organism. Why 
some hardened drinkers can absorb large quantities 
of fire-water without ill effects, while the novice is 
made tipsy by a mere snifter, was the problem inves- 
tigated by Dr. Harry Newman of Stanford Univer- 
sity. Now he tells a convention at Philadelphia that 
he has discovered it’s just a matter of tissue. In 
the case of the veteran, the alcohol is absorbed rap- 
idly, Dr. Newman finds, while the moderate drinker 
finds himself under the table because his tissues 
haven't taken it up quickly enough. 

Research has caught up at last, so now it is both 
expressive English and scientific fact to remark, 
when contemplating a celebrator carrying his heavy 
load gracefully, “He laps it up just like a sponge.” 
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PLANE CRASHES AND BAD WEATHER. 

The intimate connection between airplane accidents 
and bad weather again is proved in figures released 
by the Civil Aeronautics Board. A study of 57 ac- 
cidents on commercial lines since 1934 showed that 
weather conditions were the major or contributory 
cause. in 18, or 30 per cent, Of six crashes in 1940, 
bad weather was found to be the cause of four, with 
investigations in the two others still incomplete. 

Reports for the period a few years ago when avia- 
tion tragedies occurred every few weeks show a 
distressing similarity in such findings as “Accidental 
collision with ground while flying low, due to 
extremely severe local storm condition” and “Ground 
control of operations inadequate to meet emergency 
caused by unusual weather.” These findings brought 
a reform in aviation regulations, with rigid Govern- 
ment rules against flying in adverse weather and 
agreement by the companies to cancel flights rather 
than take a chance. 

The fact that the accidents of this year were caused 
in part by weather conditions suggests that per- 
haps, after the record of more than a year without 
a fatality, carelessness is again creeping in. The 
point about the danger of flying in storms and fog 
bas been so clearly established that no trifling with 
the regulations should be tolerated. It is to the inter- 
est of public safety and of the air Mnes themselves 
that the standards be kept high. 
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IT’S NOT AN EARTHQUAKE THAT WE HEAR. 

No, all that rumbling and trembling, those re- 
sounding thunderclaps and crashing echoes, are not 
the audible, visible signs of an earthquake, It’s just 
that the annual list of the world’s 15 best-dressed 
women has been published.

Libya: Battleground for Centuries 


The Mirror

Present war in North Africa is merely “resumption of a row that 
has been going on for several thousand years,” writer says; Romans, 
Greeks, Egyptians, Vandals, Turks, pirates and others have fought 
there; Il Duce’s attempt to revive Empire reawakened old rivalries.

NE of the confusing things about try- 

ing to keep up to date on geography 

during a world disturbance is that they 
change names on you when you're not 
looking. 

Some of the maps of North Africa show 
a country called Tripoli, or Tripolitania. 
Others show Libya but no Tripoli. The two 
names both apply, loosely, to the same 
Italian province, though the boundaries 
have shifted considerably from time to tim 

The advance of the British armies iffte 
Libya, following the drive of Italy into 
Egypt in an effort to command Suez, is 
merely a resumption of a row that has been 
going on in that neighborhood for several 
thousand years. 

Like Albania, Libya has been overrun 
by major and minor Powers ever since 
history began, and the end is not yet. An- 
ciently, it was composed of all North Africa 
except Egypt. 

Greece was the first major Power (in 
those days) to move in. Homer mentions 
Libya in his Odyssey, as a land of great 
fertility, to the west of Egypt. Cyrene was 
a Greek city, and it gave the name to the 
area known as Cyrenaica, which, together 
with Tripolitania proper, roughly made up 
the present area of Libya. 
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Greece was succeeded by the Ptolemies, 
Greco-Egyptian rulers who flourished from 
@ few years before Christ to about three 
centuries later. Then the Romans took 
over. In fact, Rome in its heyday was 
supposed to have controlled all Africa ex- 
cept Egypt and Ethiopia. The famous city 
of Carthage, in what is now Tunisia, was 
west of Libya. Carthage had been crushed, 
about a century and a half before Christ, 
after a Roman statesman had insisted on 
its destruction at the end of every speech, 
and he made a lot of speeches. 

When Rome fell, the Vandals overran 
Libya. Then the Byzantine rulers chased 
out the Vandals, then the Arabs chased 
out the Byzantines. The Turks were next 
in the waiting line, and this brings the 
mottied history of Libya up to 1553. 

Turkish rule degenerated into a disrep- 
utable free-for-all for the Barbary pirates, 
who took charge of practically the entire 
North African coast, and ran things with 
a high hand for about three centuries. 

In May, 1801, the Pasha of this outfit 
demanded that the newly formed United 
States of America pay him $83,000 in tribute, 
in line with the general custom. Great 
Britain had been paying big sums, purpose- 
ly, to keep out trade competition. Our 
young Government got tired of this black- 
mail and sent Stephen Decatur over there, 
and our first naval war in the Mediterra- 
nean took place. The money wasn’t paid 
and the blackmail system went out of fash- 
ion before long. 

In 1881, Italy began to covet Libya again, 
especially since France had grabbed Tunis, 
Algeria, Morocco and a lot of the Sahara 
Desert. The general idea seemed to be that 
the Roman Empire had once owned all of 
this territory. Finally, in November, 1911, 
the areas known as Tripolitania and Cyre- 
naica came under Italian control. The first 
World War stopped active burglary. 

When Mussolini started rebuilding what 
he thought was the modern version of the 
ancient Roman Empire, his thoughts nat- 
urally turned to Libya, and also to Ethiopia, 
the strategic transportation port of Djibouti 
in French Somaliland, and Tunisia, the site 


of ancient Carthage. He considered him- 
self the residuary legatee of the Caesars 
and started in to make good. 

In the meantime, he did a creditable job 
of colonizing. With big posters he first 
sold the idea to young Fascists, then got to- 
gether 20,000 of them—first installment of 
what was to be a colony of 100,000, around 
Cyrene—to move across the Mediterranean. 
Each family had to have at least eight 


embers and was given 30 acres of irri- 
rgattthland a four or five room modernistic 
house, a‘mule or two, some other livestock, 


implements and seed. 

The famous Marshal Italo Balbo, who flew 
to Chicago during the “Century of Prog- 
ress” fair and had a Chicago street named 
after him, was put in charge as Governor 
and he also did a good job. 

The Italian Government built a 1200-mile 
highway from Egypt to Tunisia. Tripoli 
was modernized. The colonists began to 
raise wheat, barley, olives, tobacco and 
various vegetables, the climatic conditions 
being much like those of Arizona or Im- 
perial Valley. It is mostly desert, about 
360,000 square miles, and a population of 
717,000, mostly Arabs. 


The whole grandiose enterprise was built 
up around the idea of “Mare Nostrum,” 
that the Mediterranean should resume its 
ancient function of being a thoroughfare for 
Italians. Eventually all of old Libya, in- 
cluding Tunisia, Algeria and Morocco, would 
be restored. North Africa would be the 
new frontier of the expanding Fascist em- 
pire. It would pour wealth into the home 
office at Rome. Even Egypt, once con- 
quered by Napoleon, and Suez would fall 
under Fascist rule. Great trade routes to 
India and the Far East would be under 
Italian control. Eventually Gibraltar, the 
Pillars of Hercules, would slip. France 
was to be crushed and Britain chased out. 
It was a great dream. 

A dark incident marred the picture when 
Balbo died mysteriously in an airplane crash 
a few months ago. It was an open secret 
that Mussolini was jealous of Balbo. Balbo 
was very popular. It didn’t look good. 
Graziani was moved in. He was supposed 
to be the leather-neck of the Fascist mili- 
tary gang. But Graziani isn’t having much 
luck these days. 

The British army is now in Libya, threat- 
ening to destroy the whole Italian army 
there. If Italy loses Libya, it will have suf- 
fered one of the worst disasters in all its 
imperial history, for Ethiopia will probably 
be mopped up also, and Mussolini will have 
to stay on his side of the Mediterranean, 
Caesar or no Caesar.

Argument about prices is most 
brisk, and most significant, at Leon 
Henderson’s price division of the 
Defense Commission. There a num- 
ber of influential staff members are 
reported working on what they call

Descriptions of the plan vary con- 
siderably, since the details are not 
settled, and each of the men work- 
ing on it tends to believe his own 
recommendations will be adopted. 
While some talk of a highly simpli- 
fied program, restricting only a 
small number of really basic prices, 
others look forward to the estab- 
lishment of a gigantic mechanism 
to set every price of any import- 
ance, all through industry. :

The instrument is the electron 
microscope, with which Prof. Stu- 
art Mudd and his associates in the 
University of Pennsylvania made 
the shadow-pictures they exhibited 
and analyzed in the forenoon ses- 
sion of the Society of American 
Bacteriologists, attended by sev- 
eral hundred members in its three- 
day forty-second general meeting. 


How Electrons Are Used. 


Dr. Mudd, member of a distin- 
guished St. Louis medical family, 
traced the forbears of the “elec- 
tron microscope” back to the idea, 
brought out on the other side of 
the world in 1924, that since elec- 
tronic energy behaved like a wave 
as well as “a stream of particles,” 
it might be bent and put to use as 
light waves are bent in the lenses 
of a microscope. 

The half-ton instrument he uses, 
product of an American radio man- 
ufacturer, is only eight months old. 
Instead of the light source for the 
ordinary microscope, it has a vac- 
uum tube producing a stream of 
electrons. Instead of lenses, it has 
a series of magnetic fields, first as 
the condenser to focus the elec- 
tronic “waves on the object to be 
studied and then to magnify the 
image and project if on a photo- 
graphic plate. The resulting “mic- 
rograph” is a shadow-picture, like 
an X-ray plate, but its magnifica- 
tion is 50,000 as compared to 2500 
in the finest microscope. And, em- 
phasized Dr. Mudd, through im- 
provements in clarity it has be- 
come “useful” magnification. 

Tobacco Mosaic Virus. 

It was a historic achievement a 
few years ago to crystallize the 
virus of tobacco mosaic disease. A 
micrograph in the exhibit on the 
Jefferson mezzanine showed _ the 
single particles of the virus and, in 
the same print, showed them, as 
they became more concentrated, 
gathering together in the begin- 
nings of a crystal. 

Probably gratifying to the bac- 
teriologists, the actual prints tend- 
ed to confirm many outlines pains- 
takingly drawn in years of “map- 
ping” that world sight unseen. The 
elongated shape and size of the 
virus particles, for example, were 
as suspected from their laboratory 
behavior. 

The outside “membrane” which 
they had judged a cell must have 
was demonstrated in a variety of 
germs, including streptococci and 
the causes of pneumonia and ty- 
phoid, in work by Dr. Mudd, Kath- 
erine Polevitsky and Thomas F. An- 
derson. Dr. Anderson and Harry 
F. Morton reported study of bac- 
teria fed on tellurium salts which 
showed crystals of tellurium metal 
forming inside the individual bac- 
teria and in some cases projecting 
through the membrane. 

Study of minutia by behavior 
only contributes, however, a great 
part of the discussion for the so- 
ciety’s crowded scientific sessions. 
An example was a study of bac- 
teriophage, an ultramicroscopic 
“enemy” of bacteria, and an anti- 
bacteriophage serum which in turn 
“preys” on it, by George A. Kal- 
manson, A. D., Hershey and Prof. 
J. J. Bronbenbrenner of Washing- 
ton University. Plotting mathe- 
matical curves against the meas- 
ured rate of neutralization of the 
phage by the serum, they reached 
a tentative estimate that “a very 
small number of antibody particles 
(approximately three) combine with 
one particle of bacterophage.” 
All-day scientific sessions in three 
sections tomorrow will conclude 
the meeting. At the dinner to- 
night, the retiring president, Dr. 
Charles Thom, will make his ad- 
dress and present the annual Eli 
Lilly award for research. His suc- 
cessor will be Dr. O. T. Avery of 
Rockefeller Institute.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 28 (AP).— 
The United States agreed formally 
yesterday to make $50,000,000 avail- 
able to Argentina to stabilize that 
country’s currency system and pro- 
mote trade between the two na- 
tions. 

The agreement was signed by 
Secretary of the Treasury Morgen- 
thau and an Argentine financial 
mission headed by Ambassador 
Felipe A. Espil and Dr. Raoul Pre- 
bisch, general manager of the Cen- 
tral Bank of Argentina. 

The agreement brings to $110,- 
000,000 the total of aid given the 
South American republic in recent 
weeks, the Export-Import Bank 
recently having given a credit of 
$60,000,000. 

A joint statement said the agree- 
ment was “another practical proof 
that the good neighbor policy is a 
living force among American re- 
publics.” 

The transaction, the statement 
said, provides for the purchase of 
Argentine pesose with dollars and 
for the exchange of views on mon- 
etary matters. 

The purchase of pesos with 
American dollars will facilitate pur- 
chases by Argentine firms of goods 
in the United States. Treasury of- 
ficials explained informally that the 
transaction could more properly be 
called a_ stabilization operation 
than a loan. In effect, they said, 
the United States dollars, going 
into the hands of Argefhtine busi- 
ness, would allow that country to 
increase purchases here without 
bringing about a drastic drain on 
Argentina’s gold reserves.

A KEY QUESTION in taking the 
history seems to be very impor- 
tant: “Do you attend athletic 
events as a spectator or do you ac- 
tually participate in them?”

Body Massage

HIS is the simple story of cor- 
T rect body massage and the im- 

portant part it can play in the 
removal of excess and unwanted 
fat. 
Every woman knows that a cer- 
tain amount of fat is essential 
to bodily health. It not only acts 
as a protective packing material 


in giving the human frame its 
smooth and rounded contours but 
is also a nutritive reserve. When 
this normal supply of fat is in- 
creased through lack of muscular 
exercise or incorrect diet, or both, 
it becomes a detriment to good 
looks and health. Every woman 
who discovers she is getting fat 
immediately wants to find a way 
to slim. She can, with compara- 
tively little effort and very great 
effect, slim through expert mas- 
sage. But she should exercise 
some between visits to a salon. 

A muscle is that part of the 
body which may be called 4 struc- 
tural element or organ, devoted to 
the production of movement in 
the body. In other words, every 
move we make is controlled by 
the muscles, and physical limber- 
ness depends upon their condition. 
Every muscle is fed by arteries 
that carry streams of food and 
oxygen to them. The muscles in 
turn select their required diet 
and the veins carry away the waste 
products. 

When these muscles (through 
lack of proper exercise) cease to 


function as they should, disaster 
results and fat accumulates. 

As one becomes older active 
exercise seems to become a physi- 
cal strain even though it shouldn't 
become so. The answer then to 
a fat-controlled body is a passive 
form of exercise that massage of- 
fers. For massage places no exer- 
tion on the heart or other organs 
and should, thereby, prove the 
ideal method for reduction. Mas- 
saging not only conditions the 
muscular system and eliminates 
superfluous fat but it greatly bene- 
fits the nervous system through 
its soothing theatment. 


It is the task of the masseuse 
to seek the roots of fat disorder 
and correct it, if she can. The 
correct routine of massaging is 
both relaxing and stimulating. It 
loosens the fat particles, breaking 
them into units more easily dis- 
posed of, and then tightens the 
muscles that have become flabby. 
It is vital for the masseuse to 
have almost as thorough a knowl- 
edge of the body as a surgeon, 80 
be certain the woman you go to 
has been certified. Many outstand- 
ing women who work in this field 
have taken medical courses and 
their trained, skillful fingers and 
pressure do what you hope they 
will do. 

If exercise has not been forbid- 
den you could help the slimming 
process along by exercising  be- 
tween salon visits. And once you 
get a “pretty figger,” try to keep 


it so!

HAT! Orangeand lemon juice 
W:: a baked custard? Doesn't 

it curdle? No, it doesn’t; not 
if what you mean by curdling is 
“weeping.” This orange custard 
is made with evaporated milk, 
which is much less susceptible to 
curdling than fresh milk, and it 
has a small amount of flour added 
to give it body. There is a little 
separation, to be sure, but not 
anything you could call weeping. 
Rather, you get a rather drys 
puffy pudding and thick, creamy 
sauce; nothing recognizable as 
curds and whey. The texture is 
novel and the flavor delicious, and 


this dessert will be called for over 


and over again. 
Orange Puff Custard. 


Two tablespoons butter, three- 
fourths cup sugar, two eggs, sepa- 
rated, two tablespoons flour, one 
quarter cup orange juice, one 
teaspoon lemon juice, one and one- 
half teaspoong grated orange rind, 
one-half cup evaporated milk, one- 
half cup water. 


Cream the butter and,.mix thor- 
oughly with the sugar; add egg 
yolks and beat until thick. Add 
orange and lemon juice, orange 
rind, and flour; stir until smooth, 
then stir in the evaporated milk 
and water. Fold in beaten egg 
whites and pour into a buttered 
casserole or custard cups. Set in a 
shallow pan of hot water and 
bake in a slow oven (300 degrees 
F.) for one hour, or until a silver 
knife inserted in the center comes 
out clean. Serve warm or cold.

long oration to his partner in an at- 


tempt to explain the spade finesse 
that had cost four tricks. West, 
he pointed out, had doubled one 
heart for a take-out. A good play- 
er, he went on, with a nasty look in 
West’s direction, does not double 
one major suit unless he holds good 
support for the other major, hence 
“West should have held A-J-x of 
spades, not a measly doubleton.” 
Declarer’s obvious feeling was that 
he had been the innocent victim of 
outrageous bidding on West’s part. 

The fact was that declarer’s fixa- 
tion about West’s take-out double, 
which, incidentally, had been West's 
only conceivable course, had blind- 
ed him to a far more important 
consideration. After the heart 
queen was played, dummy was en- 
tryless except in spades. Declarer, 
by removing said queen before at- 
tacking spades had virtually admit- 
ted that he held three spades. Thus, 
if West also had held three spades, 
elementary reasoning would have 
made him hold up the ace until the 
third round. The fact that he had 
accepted the first spade trick was 
the strongest possible evidence 
that the missing spades had been di- 
vided 2-2. Hence, declarer’s finesse 
against the jack had been a terrible 
mistake, justly punished.
